We need international morali- 
ty. 

So America has learned a- 
bout war. We have no right 
whatsoever to feel superior to 
our foro fathers. V/o should 
never forget thal^ it is we, 
not they, who have made a mess 
of things. If they had not 
yet fully learned what was 
necessary to establish ' the 
kind of world they wanted, it 
should have been a lesson to 
us. Their experiences , coupled 
v/ith ours since gained, ought 
to have armed us better for 
the task. Our predecessors 
have failed to ore: to a x*;orld 
of free men. We must try a- 
gain*

h f V e no c o mpl aint. Only whe n 
this aim is realized will we 
enjoy the fruits of real vic- 
tory - love, joy, and peace.
